I) a M d . concurred in the opinion that rho 
Pennsylvania law wa* uncou*tituUonui and 
void, and that no State could pass any law 
to impair or impede the right oftlte owner* 
of fugitive slave», as conferred by iheCdb- 
siltation and secured by the act ut Con­ 
gress ; but they held that the Slates were 
competent to legislate wit ti a view to ef­ 
fectuate the remedy given by the act of 
Congress. 
M r. Justice -McLean utao concurred ss to 
the unconstitutionality of the act of Hie 
Pennsylvania
